Mr. HOWARD, chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, had moved 
to refer this petition to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, and thereupon Mr. Adams 
had moved an amendment that said commit- 
tee be instructed to read, consider, and re- 
port upon the memo rial; and the question

Mr. ADAMS modified the amendment by 
striking from the instructions the words ‘to 
read;” so that the committe should be in- 
structed only to.consider and report upon 
the memorial. 

This, he said, was an usual form of in- 
struction, nor should he have moved to jnsert 
the word “read” but for circumstances 
which had recently occurred, and which 
appeared to him to be of great im- 
portance. A standing committee of the 
House, as important inits functions as the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, had stated 
that a large number of petitions, praying 
for the establishment of a national bank, 
had been referred to that committee; and 
not one of them had been read in commit- 
tee, before a resolution was introduced, 
declaring it to be inexpedient to establish 
a ational bank. This fact had appeared 
by the concession of the chairman of that 
committee, and also from a publication of a 
strict and close party character, which ad- 
mitted the fact, The resolution when in- 
troduced into the House had been suffered 
to enjoy as little of the freedom of debate 
as it had bad in committee. It bad not in- 
deed been absolutely smothered.

Another sweet sprig of nobility by the 
name of Crabb, who belonged to the ma- 
rine corps, and went out with Commodore 
Porter, was walking the deck one day 
while the hands were washing it—slipped 
and fell—by which his ankle or wrist 
received a slight injury—and lo! three 
years after he complained of being unwell, 
and a Dr. Sweet, or Sweat, or some such 
name—who was in the plot no doubt, re- 
ported that the indisposition was the effect 
of the fall on the deck, three years 
afterwards.

Commandant of the Boston Navy Yard, who 
received a scratch upon the arm in a duel, 
long time ego, and though hale and hearty 
—himself and family able to work—has re- 
ceived some thousands of dollars—and God 
knows how much last winter. r 

Now we understand another pauper— 
Commodore Hull—is to be pensioned on 
the people, with a large family of old 
maids, sister-in-laws, nieces and cousins! 
What country udder beaven can stand:at 
this rate? The people must be mad to ex- 
pectit. But this is only a sample. 

To pension a brave man, who has fought 
our battles—when he is laid up, is just and 
proper; but not a whole generation of idlers 
—let them work as others do. 

Here are men who have received regular 
pay for doing little or nothing, under the 
name of naval services, now in the prime of 
life, pensioned on the people for the bal- 
ance of their lives. What can Congress 
What cao the people 
say, who send such representatives? We 
trust the present Congress will overhaul 
this Navy pension law, and turn these dou- 
ble pay sinecures out. J 

As for Commodore Hull, why was be’ 
displaced from the Washington Navy-Yard, 
and the Blueskin Patterson put in his place? 
We would just as soon have a Turk over 
workmen, as this heathen-looking savage— 
let him go and peddle tracts.
